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2 pD TREASURER’ S REPORT. 


T desire to call your attention to the fact, that a large number 
of the organized counties of the Territory have not collected and 
paid over any tax for Territorial purposes during the year 1859. 
In my opinion the. Territorial tax system should be entirely abol- 
ished, or make taxation equal on all the taxable property within 
the limits of the Territory. “Io accomplish this end, I am con- 
Strained to the belief that additional Legislation will be necessary. 

In taking charge of the Treasury Department of this Territory, 
last April, I found nothing belonging to the Territory.in the 
shape of furniture, stationery, or any security for the records and 
official papers belonging to that Department. Finding myself in 
this condition, and being under heavy bonds for the faithful per- 
formance of my official duty, I assumed the responsibility of or- 
dering a safe, of sufficient size to secure the records of that De- 
partment for twenty years to come, onthe credit of the Territory, 
from F. W. Roberts of the city of St. Louis, which has been de- 
livered in good condition at the cost of $550, over and above the 
cost of transportation, which will fully appear in the Auditor’s 
Report, for the payment of which I ask an appropriation, 

In the Anditor’s report you will learn fully as to the Territori- 
al indebtedness, and the prospects for Revenue. I deem it un- 
necessary to trouble you with a repetition of the same subject 
matter. Referring you to his able and complete report for all 
information which you may require on this subject.
